Concluding the list, Judge Pye

Answer Is ‘Yes!’ 


The long-range plan for a 20-year 
urban renewal program which would cost 
an estimated $135,651,500 to be financed 


by the city and federal fernments is 
not idle dreaming by a gov of imprac- 
tical men. 

On the contrary, it is a highly practi- 
cal, well-thought-out plan on which the 
future of the city and its surrounding 
metropolitan area largely will rest. While 
the problems to be overcome appear 
enormous—and are—now is the time for 
the community to make the decision not 
to permit progressive deterioration to 
checkmate progress in all fields. 

As the report prepared by the joint 
Atlanta-Fulton County Planning Board 
points out, this deterioration already has 
progressed to a far greater extent than 
we can afford. Determined efforts to re- 
build, to clear out the blighted areas and 
to eliminate the costly indulgence of slums 
make good sense in any category of com- 
parison. 

Those who have hoped the problem 
would just go away have been disappoint- 
ed. There are no indications the postwar 
explosion of population and growth will 
cease. There is every indication they will 
continue. Unless the central area is pre- 
served and strengthened, it will decay to 
a point that efficient government will be 
impossible. 

It is anticipated that help from the 
federal government will take care of two- 
thirds of the cost of clearing slum areas. 
How the city will be able to raise its one- 
third is the big problem, its solution 
depending upon the will of the people 
themselves. In considering it, as the re- 
port says, we should keep in mind the 
cost of leaving the slums where they are 
and of allowing them to multiply. 

The complexity of Atlanta’s urban 
problem is such that cooperation from 
Fulton County, the state and local gov- 
ernment units in the area should be rou- 
tine. Only through such cooperation and 
joint planning can the “jungle” which is 
associated with disorderly urban devel- 
opment be prevented. 

To the question, “Shall we rebuild 
again?” the answer is an emphatic “yes.” 
In fact, we’re already about the job fol- 
lowing a rather slow start.

It’s FTC Responsibility 
To Protect the Public 


The Federal Trade Commission, the 
regulatory agency set up to protect the 
consuming public from unfair and mis- 
leading merchandising practices, report- 
edly is ready to move in on the television 
and radio industry to curb deceitful and 
bad-taste advertising. 

Jogged into action by the shocking 
disclosures of rigged quiz shows, the 
agency appears ready to crack down hard. 

The long-suffering public will wel- 
come the move. Television and radio au- 
diences indeed have beén irritated and 
nauseated by commercials which ap- 
parently assume we are all fools. In ad- 
dition, vast segments of the public have 
been shocked and angered by the quality 
of programs which appeal to the basest 
instincts. A steady diet of sadism, horror 
and bad taste reflects no credit upon an 
industry which could do so much in the 
public good. 

We refuse to believe that television 
must put on such shows and to indulge 
in such bad commercials to attract 
viewers. 

As we have said here many times, we 
are opposed to censorship. But television 
is an industry which needs badly to police 
itself as does radio to a lesser extent. 
And in the arena of trade practices, mis- 
leading advertising dreamed up by the 
high-pressure boys on Madison avenue 1s 
certainly a concern of the FTC,

lf Nikita Will Match 
His Words With Deeds! 


Nikita Khrushchev's foreign policy 
speech in Moscow ws the most conserva- 
tive he has ever made. On the surface at 
least it was the most reasonable. 

But as we have learned from painful 
experience, we will hope but not expect 
too much. It remains to be seen wheth- 
er he means it. We also must wait for 
understanding of words. Among our ac- 
quired bits of wisdom is the knowledge 
that words mean one thing to the Soviets 
and something else to others. 

Nonetheless, we welcome the reason- 
ableness and trust time will not destroy 
that aspect of it. Khrushchev said both 
sides would need to give a little on dis- 
armament. He noted the historical ties be- 
tween France and Algeria. He disavowed 
Soviet responsibility for Communist 
China’s actions but strongly emphasized 
Russia’s support for Red China’s efforts to 
take over Formosa (Taiwan.) He also 
‘ approved Soviet neutrality in the Com- 
munist Chinese border dispute | with 
India. ales

There the U.S., Britain, France and West 
Germany will meet and try to agree on a 
program to present through President Ei- 
senhower when he journeys to Moscow 
in the spring and find a program of unity 
for the Summit meeting.

Russell Sounds Alarm 


On U.S. Lag in Spree—___ 


Sen. Richard B. Russell has given us 
another image of President Eisenhower— 
“a man with his feet set in concrete.” 

The senator is aggrieved that the Pres- 
ident is doing nothing to speed up this 
nation’s date with outer space. To him 
it is a default which is “setting forces in 
motion that could leave us standing alone 
in the world.” 

The senator is at his angry best in re- 
calling the fatuousness of former Sec- 
retary of Defense Charles Wilson who 
scoffed at basic research and said he 
didn’t care what the other side of the 
moon looked like. The secretary was a 
symbol of the superior sense of values 
which the nation believes to be possessed 
by “practical” men. But even before he 
left office events came which made him 
look like a dull, stupid, uninformed man, 
proud of his ignorance and arrogance. 

The senator is right when he says that 
the uncommitted peoples of the world are 
looking to strength and will turn to Rus- 
sia if we do not become more dynamic as 
a symbol of Western strength and ability. 

He is correct, too, in .saying that the 
Russians have scored a tremendous psy- 
chological success. We are far behind and 
we are not bestirring ourselves. 

We subscribe to the senator’s concern. 

But in our minds the administration's 
most immediate duty is to start the big 
debate. It has not allowed the people 
to know what it thinks. And what it 
appears to think is that the money is 
best being spent on a family of missiles 
and not on space-probing rockets. 

And what it also seems to believe is 
that we can’t have both without rather 
marked sacrifice. We will have to do 
without some comforts if we do both jobs. 
But sacrifice would be in order and sac- 
rifice is an ugly word in a fat, comforta- 
ble nation, especially with an election a 
year away. 


The administration ought to tell the 


people what it thinks. Let the debate 
begin.

Legislators See Results 


Of Slighting Mentally Ill 


A group of legislators who toured the 
Milledgeville State Hospital the past two 
days expressed shame at conditions there 
And well they might! 

It was because of many years of in- 
difference in the top rungs of govern- 
ment, including the General Assembly it- 
self save for a handful of members, cou- 
pled with public apathy that led to Geor- 
gia’s skid to the bottom in the field of 
mental health. 

A start on the long pull upward has 
been made. Improvements have been ef- 
fected at the State Hospital. The new 
leadership at the institution is making the 
most of what little it has to work with. 

But it is well for each member of the 
Legislature and his wife to see, just as 
Gov. and Mrs. Vandiver did, the horri- 
fying conditions and the multitude of 
inadequacies. The general public, too, 
should see for itself. 

All who avail themselves of the op- 
portunity to study the plight of patients 
there should note carefully how the acute 
shortage of psychiatrists has drastically 
reduced the likelihood of cures being ef- 
fected in a vast number of cases: how 
hundreds are housed in fire traps; the ex- 
tremely long work week of attendants:

Municipal Judge James Webb Tuesday dismissed charges 


against a security officer at Grady Hospital and a visitor to. the 
hospital who was wounded by the officer's pistol fire. 


Judge Webb pointed out that William Clinton Cowan. 72, tbe 
security officer, and Paul Russel] Brown, 23. of Riverdale, gave 
different versions of what happened and there were no witnesses. 


peat Cowan insisted that Brown attacked him with a knife after he 
asked Brown not to drink a soft drink in the hospital lobby, in- 
flicting a rip in his shirt, and said: 


“IT shot because I was in fear for my life.”’ 


| Brown said that after the security officer told him not to fin- 
ish the drink in. the lobby he turned to leave, placing his hand in 
his pocket from force of habit. 


‘I never no more got mad at him than anything,”’ Brown said. 


‘Iw asn't mad before the shooting and I wasn’t mad after it was 
over. ! 


Still wearing the clothing he wore at the hospital Sunday, 
Brown pointed out where the bullet ripped a hole through his coal 
and shirt, inflicted a fesh wound across his abdomen and emerged 
on the other side. 


“Thank God I was turning as he fired the shot.’’ Brown said. 
“If I hadn't been, I might not be here.” 


Brown denied that he drew a knife from his pocket or that he 
attacked Cowan with it. He said he was visiting at the hospital 
where his father, Fernander Brown, a heart patient, was critically 


aad. 


Hospital Superintendent Frank Wilson said Cowan, suspended 
during an investigation of the incident, would be reinstated in ‘his 
job as security officer Wednesday. 


The sixth floor ward was crowded, Brown related in the court, 
and he went downstairs. He said his wife and mother had just 
finished a soft drink and a younger brother, Douglas Brown. 15.

He added he handed 
over the knife, taking it from his pocket still closed. 


Cowan said he observed Brown in the lobby with the drink 
and asked him to please go back to the Caravan Room. fie told 
the court Brown made ‘a bright remark which I ignored and 
walked, away.” 


“He walked by me and whipped out a knife and made 
whack at me,’’ Cowan said. “He told me, ‘don't say another 
word.” ”” “ 


After firing the shot, Cowan said, he demanded the knife and

he arrived on the scene. He said he heard Cowan demand the 
knife and saw Brown hand it over. 


David Daniel, a visitor to the hospital, said he was standing 
by the elevator when Cowan and Brown came by after the shoot- 
ing. He said he heard Cowan ask Brown if he had a knife. Brown 
replied yes, took the knife from his pocket and handed it over. 


Mrs. Helen Waters, information clerk at the hospital, said 
she saw Brown in the lobby seated on a sofa drinking a soft 
drink. She said she noticed Cowan approach Brown and then saw 
Cowan walk out followed by Brown» 


Under cross-examination, hospital employes admitted that 
no signs are posted in the lobby forbidding the drinking of soft 
drinks there. 

Supt. Wilson described Cowan as... ‘“‘a good man, consci- 
entious and always on the job.”’ He added he had had no com- 
plaints on Cowan during his two years’ work at Grady.

Balloon spiders that have dropped out of the skies on Georgia | 
constitute no danger to human beings or animals, entomologists | 
said Tuesday. | 

Dr. J. J. Paul of the University of Georgia said the tiny arach- 
nids feed on small insects and plants and live in plants or on | 
trees. The biggest balloon spider he’s seen was 
less than an eighth of an inch in diameter, Dr. | 
Paul said. 


He theorized that the balloon spiders ‘“heav- 
enly webbing” has been reported in such great 
abundance because it’s been an exceedingly good 
year for spiders. 


He said just-right temperatures and plenty of food may have 
resulted in an abundance of airborne spiders. 


Dr. H. B. Reed, Shorter College biologists, said at Rome that 
it is difficult to identify exactly the so-called balloon spider because 
several kinds of spiders transport themselves in ‘“‘balloon’’ fashion. 


He said balloon spiders habe been known to ride the winds for 
hundreds of miles in their gossamer strands.

Text of the Kerr-Seaborg statement: 


‘Steve Bates was most seriously injured last 
Saturday. We Visited him in the hospital immedi- 
ately thereafter. We have viewed both the Univer- 
sity of Southern California and the University of 
California at Berkeley films with great care in 
company with President Norman Topping and 
Vice President Francis Tappan (of USC). 


“The pictures show that Steve Bates was lying 
on his back on the sideline. Two University of 
Southern California players were approaching 
him. One of them, and the closer one (Al Ban- 
savage) stopped. The other, Mike McKeever, not 
only continued his forward momentum, but 
changed course toward Bates. He dived at Steve 
Bates with his elbow far extended, which hit 
Bates in the side of the face. 


“It has been said that McKeever’s vision was 
obscured. The pictures do not bear this out. ft has 
been said that the damage was done by the weight 
of McKeever’s body, and that the broken helmet 
would prove this. We have examined the helmet 
and shown it to President Topping and Vice Presi- 
dent Tappan. The helmet is in no way broken. 
Moreover, the pictures show that McKeever’s el- 
bow smashed into the face of Bates. McKeever 
was later ejected from the game for another in- 
stance of unnecessary roughness of play. 


*‘McKeever was ejected the week before from 
the Stanford game. Stanford officials have said 
that their pictures show an additional incident 
of roughness in their game for which McKeever 
was nat penalized. Also films of last year's 
University of California-Berkeley game with the 
University of Southern California show McKeever 
undertaking the same tactics against Joe Kapp 
as were used against Steve Bates. In that case, 


however, Kapp was lying face down on the turf | 


and McKeever’s elbow struck the back of Kapp’s 
helmet. 


‘“‘We regret very greatly the severe injury to 
Steve Bates which we can only conclude was com- 
pletely unnecessary and uncalled for. We are 
sure that all sports lovers who see the pictures in 
still or slow motion will agree with us. We feel 
that amateur athletics deserves better than this 
from its participants. 


“We united in reaffirming our unequivocal 
stand for clean recruitment and for clean play 
on the field. We intend to take whatever steps 
are necessary to maintain this policy. 


“To this end we plan to request a meeting 
of the presidents of the Western Athletic Assn. 
of Western Universities to show the films on this 
incident and on related incidents involving Mc- 
Keever. And we also intend to. make the films 
and still pictures from the films publicly avail- 
able.”’

Don Porterfield, limited to a mere 32 yards rushing by an 
Oliver Hunnicutt-designed and Bobby Beck-led defense as LaGrange 
upended Moultrie last week, 12+), is destined to be remembered as 
one of Region 1-AAA’s great all-teme backs along 
with Moultrie’s Ray Mercer, Lanier’s Danny 
Minor, Albany’s Goo-Goo Heidt and LaGrange’s 
Jimmy Burson and Dusty Mills.
